correct in almost every particular indicative of the marvellous riches accessible to 
all who, easting aside antiquated prejudices, would apply the most ordinary in- | 
dustry to the exploration of the marvellous sterling deposits of the country. In the | 
olden time the longitude of measurement applied to civilisation and industrial deve- 
lopment was from Byzantium to Spain, but times change, and the world changes 
with them; therefore, in reference to this subject, those twin sisters—commerce 
and capital—are now supplied with a more extended sphere of action, and from 
London to the silver, auriferous, and general metalliferous tracts of Spanish America, 
or what is termed Spanish America, their best hopes and aspirations will be for the 
future directed. Political vagar such as have of late disturbed the continental 
equilibrium of states and empires are happily foreign to the staple resources of the 
soil, the mine-culture of which Mr. Spargo has so ably initiated, and we are ready 
to hale his project as constituting a new and prosperous era in British mineral enter- 
prise. We are not generally over-willing advocates of far-a-field speculations on a 
foreign basis, but when the intrinsic worth of a country, distinguished by the wise 
policy of doing everything requisite to protect capital in the progress of heaving up 
from its depths the vast hoards of precious metals proved to exist within them, 
comes to be considered, views expand, and social, as well as political, guarantees 
founded «n the desire to inaugurate thus the peaceful establishment of national pro- 
sperity are legitimately and palpably acceptable. Believing that there is nothing 
repellant in the principle or project advanced by Mr. Spargo, and that our moneyed 
classes will reap a golden harvest by supporting it, we feel bound to wish it every 
suc . A great scientific writer remarked that no people in the world were more 
guided by figures than the English, and pursuing two suggestions the following 
will be apposite, always remembering that mining is a great repeater of itself. 
The Potosi Mines, in Bolivia, gave from the year 1545, in which they were opened, 
to 1789, a working term of 244 years, 200,000,000/. worth of silver, or 819,672/.

CoRNISH MINE SHARE MaArKkEtT.—The share market continues to 
wear a firmer aspect, and during t'1e past week there have been several transactions 
at quoted prices.

~The inieeuraecy probably arises from our 
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! consumption of coal which now presses home with great force, and 


has already made itself felt. It ts one intimately connected with 
coal ntining,and dependent upon it. We allude to the production 


of iron in Er nd. Those who have watched the course of events 


now passing before us know that the high price of coal has led to | 


ha great advance in the cost of iron of all qualities, plain or manu- 
factured, and to a considerable falling off in our exports. Athongst 
other favoured countries America is now availing herself of the vast 
mineral resources she has at command, and promises before long to 
be entirely independent of us, and to deprive us of what has liitherto 
been our best market. This is abundantly shown if we only refer 
to the business done with America of late, for we find that in the 
first half of last year we sent no less than 440,000 tons of iron, yet 
in the same period of the present year we only exported 228,000 tons, 
The decline thus foreshadowed is on the increase, for we find that 
whilst in July, 1872, the exports of pig and puddled iron into the 
United States were 22,645 tons, in July last they were only 7985 tons. 
This is also the case with regard to railway iron, the quantity sent 
in July last year being 41,305 tons against 13,925 tons in the same 
month of the present year. Surely those facts and figures speak for 
themselves, and in language unmistakeable appeal with a force far 
more powerful than the most eloquent and elaborate statements 
that can be made as to the present position of the coal and iron 
trades of the country and the direction towards which we are now 
drifting. Colliery proprietors and the intelligent colliers would, 
therefore, do well to consider whether it is wise for the sake of a 
| present and temporary benefit to perpetuate what cannot be other 
thana future and permanent injury to themselves, as well as other in- 
dustries which have done so much to elevate the coal trade to its exist- 
| ing state, and so added to the commercial prosperity of the country.

REPORT FROM SCOTLAND. 


Sept. 3.—There has been a very considerable amount of animation 
in our market during the past week, and a serious advance in the 
price of all kinds of iron.

Since that time an improve- 
ment in the demand has warranted higher prices, but now specula- 
tion has come in and threatens to push matters to extremes.

6d. on 
Friday, and on Monday as high as 122s, 6d. was paid. Yesterday 
the market opened with some excitement, and speedily advanced to 
125s. 9d., but receded during the afternoon to 12l1s., closing with 
buyers at that price, and sellers asking 121s, 6d. The prices of 
makers’ iron are, as usual, noted under, but in many cases they must 
be considered as nominal. To-day business was done from 121s, down 
to 117s. 6d., closing after numerous fluctuations at 119s,
